At the beginning of the 
century the situation was regarded as almost hopeless; now j 
the leaders in the anti-tuberculosis campaign are looking for- 
ward confidently to the day when the scourge will be elimi- 
nated entirely.

in, preventive measures; but a great deal of it lies in curing; 
the sufferers who have already contracted it—a task that!

78 per cent of prisoners in 
state and federal penitentiaries are 
there for offenses committed in towns 
of more than 2500 inhabitants, despite 
the fact that residents of smaller com- 
munities represent about' half 
the 


population. 


In a study called "The Prisoner's 


Antecedents," based-on data for lfl',000 
prisoners committed in the first six 
months of 1923, the Census 
Bureau 


also finds- that the relative virtue of 
the rural women is even greater than 
that1 of the rural, man.- The urban 
ration for imprisoned females is seven 
times as large as the rural ratio; the 
ratio for the males only three times 
as large. 


IP. only one group of offenses, it was 


found, did the ratio for commitments 
of rural citizens exceed that for city 
dwellers—liquor law- violations.

I rural ratio was 2.3 as compared with 


I the urban 2.2, though it is suggested 


I that rural bootleggers are more read- 


ily caught and convicted than urban 
violators.
